The 
slum terrace should have followed the 
horse omnibus into limbo. 

Any country that has slums and a 
submerged tenth is a land of oppor- 
tunity for Reds: Australia has always 
prided itself on being a land of oppor 
tuniry for people who want to build 
for themselves a secure and happy 
future. 

If the Government concerned itself 
more with the people's housing — not 
only in Sydney, but on the coalfields 
and in Broken Hill and other centres — 
then it would not have to worry itself 
about Red propaganda. 

A proposal has been put before the 
Government that relief funds should 
be used to improve bousing conditions. 
Every woman in the land will support 
that proposal.

TO REMOVE BIACiYllEADS 

Dissolve one effervescing etymol tablet In a glass of hot water, allow 
the effervescence to subside, then dip a small sponge Into the liquid, and 
use freely over the face. Allow It to remain on for a few minutes, then 
wipe off with a towel, and tlie blackheads will be entirely removed. To 
prevent them from reappearing, use n etymol tablet in the manner de- 
scribed, twice a week. 

how to SHAMPOO 

Before shampooing the hnir. dip tho fingers into a little pure olive nr 
aloumd oil, and thoroughly massagr the *calp. Then dissolve a leaspoon- 
ftll of s telliiv granules In a cup of hot water. Fill a basin with warm water, 
into wldch the endu of the lictlr can fall, and shampoo the utallajc msxtuTO 
into the roots hi tlie usual way.

Bnre Is an Idea for the making <jf 
gay and uncommon nushianii which is 
within the reach of all. So many of 
you who dresamakn have odd lengths 
of bright colored linens that could be 
used to make cushions. 

The first rashhms. I made of white 
linen In a long oblong shape nbout 27in. 
by !0ln The back was plain white 
linen, for the front I pirated Lhc linen 
over half ihe cushion and inserted a

fold at bright green, then u fold af 
white, then a fold af yi'llotr, and then 
another fold of white lengthways across 
liolf in- cushion. 

The nhrjil Hlder. I treated differently. 
I book; a bond of dark blue linen nbout 
Jin. wide, which I serrated with the scis- 
sors and made Into a wavy line, and 
stitched It along the extrotnn end of 
nni' short side. Tlie other short side I 
did similarly, except that I put threB 
lines af red, yellow and grron linen each 
2in. wide, with waved nlges Then I cut 
a lot of streamera nf the origin linens 
Bhciut lln. thick, and atttched tlism to 
the end where the three row? of color 
were, and plaited these ends into sn 
amusing fringe— only nn the One end of 
the cushion. I stitched it together, and 
my cushion, made entirely of bits and 
scraps, was quite a 
new note In the 
room, and was ad- 
mired by everyone 
who came to tho 
house. 

Uc-rc Is another suggestion: Take aorne 
very bright green linen nnd cut a largo 
triangular cushion about 26in. for the 
length of each side. Cut out three 
rounds of other col fired linens, say, ■ 
round of orange with nn Bin. diameter, 
a round of blue with a Sin. diameter, 
and a round of red with e. 41n. diameter. 
Lay them on the face of the ,'ushioi) 
and stitch them on with each circle 
overlapping the last. Then take a length 
of the red Itnrn, fold It double, and 
serrate \\& ed«e, and do likewise with n 
length of blue and of yellow, and you 
have the three frills of your tnanrje. 
Ttus Is much more uncommon than tho 
same color on each side of the cushion. 

Join op the cushion, nnd yen have 
iriiio an idea r, biro yaa ran add to 
yonr own color nchrrnc. and any material 
available with nn cool at all.
